LONDON, Feb. 21.—The airman Gra- 
ham Gilmour, who. was killed last 
Saturday, had a strange funeral to-day 
at the little village of Mickleham in 
Surrey. 

Mr. Gilmour had expressed a wish 
that there shoitld be “no moaning or 
mourning 4t his funeral, and that 
every one should be merry and bright.” 
In order to meet his wishes an auto- 
mobile chassis was used instead of the 
ordinary hearse, and colored instead of 
white flowers were sent by the mour- 
ners, most of whom wore ordinary 
dress. The chassis was covered with a 
purple cloth, and the coffin was shroud- 
ed in a purple pall. 

The procession traveled through the 
streets at the rate of 12 miles an hour. 
Behind the chassis were automobiles 
containing Messrs. Grahame-White and 
Sopwith, Mrs. Maurice Hewlett, and 
other aviators. “Hundreds.of villagers 
gazed with astonishment at the strang 
funeral procession.

Miss May Chase, a graduate of the

“ Brandt is serving a senténce of thirty 
years in Clinton Prison. This sentence 
Was imposed in tne Court of General Ses- 
sions of the Peace of the City of New 
York, ‘The facts occurring prior to the 
imposition of this sentence, so far as dis- 
ice by the record before me, are as 
‘ollows: . 

“On March 22, 1907, Brandt was in- 
dicted, charged with barglary in the first 
degree, grand larceny inthe (first

degree, and receiving.. The indorsement, 


on the indictment shows that on March 
25, 1907, he pleaded ‘Not Guilty.’ And 
there is opposite the printed word ‘ coun- 
sel’ the name ‘C. A. Bayles, 346 Broad- 
way.’ There is a further entry on th¢ 
back of the indictment as follows: 
‘March 28, ‘07, pleads burglary first de- 
gree.’ The clerk’s minutes contain the 
following entry: 

Thursday “morning, March 28, 1907. 
Court meets pursuant to adjournment, 
Present, Hon. Otto A. Rosalsky, Judge of 
the Court of Special Sessions. 

The People vs. Foulke Engle Brandt, in- 
dicted as Laurence De Foulke, on indict- 
ment for burglary in the first degree. 
(Filed March 22, 1907.) 

March 8, 1907, feloniously did break” into 
and enter the dwelling house of one Morti- 
mer L. Schiff, in the night time, there 
being then and there a human being, and 
then and there arming himself with a cer- 
tain knife and a certain club, and stealing 
therein two pins and a shoe horn. The de- 
fendant by leave, &c., withdraws his plea 
of not guilty, and now pleads guilty to 
burglary in the first degree. 


Rosalsky’s Proceeding Reviewed. 


“On April 4, 1907, the prisoner was 
again arraigned and received a sentence 
of thirty years’ for the crime of burglary 
in the first degree. 

“The statue provides that the plea of 
guilty must be entered in the form ‘the 
defendant pleads that he is guilty,’ (Code 
of Criminal. Procedure, Section 836,) and 
this plea can only be put in by the de- 
fendant himself in open court, (Section 


835 of the Code of Criminal Precedure,) 
and the Judge must inform him of his 
right to have counsel,-(Section 308.) 

“On March 28, 1907, what occurred was 
as follows, as is shown by. the record and 
the stenographer’s minutes: .- . 

“Brandt appear in court without 
counsel and entered a formal plea of 
guilty to the charge of burglary in the 
first dégree. Whereupon he Was sworn 
and was questioned by the court. The 
record shows. that he was not asked 
whether or not he desired to be repre- 
sented by counsel or have counsel as- 
signed to him by the court. The record 
shows that the defendant was sworn and 
the record shows the following.” 

Here Justice Gerard quotes in its en- 
tirety the same list of questions asked of 
Brandt by Judge Rosalsky and Brandt's 
answers thereto, made public by Judge 
Rosalsky himself when he read in court 
the record of the case prepared by him 
for Gov. Dix. These questions and an- 
swers have been printed in THE TIMES. 
Commenting on the record, Justice Gerard 
in his decision goes on to say: 

“The crime of burglary in the first 
degree is defined by Section 412 of the 
Penal law as follows: 

A person who, with intent to commit some 
crime therein, breaks and enters, in the 
night time, the dwelling house of. another, 
in which there is at the time a human 
being: 

1.—Being 

Weapon; or 

2.—Arming himself therein with 
weapon; or 

8.—Being assisted by a confederate ac- 
tually present; or, 

4.—Who, while engaged in the night time 
in effecting an entrance, or committing such 
a-crime in such a building or in escaping 
therefrom, assaults any person, 

Is guilty of burglary in the first degree. 


Brandt’s Answers Disputed. Plea. 


“Phe questions and answers above set 
forth_show that Brandt, whatever other 
crime he committed, did mot ‘break’ ‘to 


enter within the meaning of the law and 
show that the crime of burglary in the 
first degree, or in amy degree, was not, in 
fact, committed. 

“It is to be noted here that Brandt has 
been indicted for the alleged assault al- 
leged to have been committed in the 
house after he obtained admission to the 
house, and he may still be tried on that 
charge, a charge which, on March 28; 
lbvi, he was not raigned to meet. 

* His answers, however, given on oath 
to the questioning above, disclosed that, 
although he intended to plead guilty to 
something, whatever he pleaded guilty to 
did not amount to burglary in the first 
degree. 

**T hold that when a defendant puts in 
a formal, plea of guilty that then, if the 
Judge proceeds to swear the defendant 
and learns from him that the acts which 
he admits doing did not in fact constitut 
the crime to which he pleads guilty, an 
that the defendant did not in reality in- 
tend to plead guilty to that crime, then 
the Judge who sits to protect the inter- 
ests of the prisoner as well as of the 
State, is not justified in accepting the 
plea and imposing sentence, but is with- 
out eT to sentence a prisoner for 
a crime which it is plain the prisoner does 
not admit that he committed and to which 
he does not plead guilty. 

“Tt is true that there may be another 
remedy, in the nature of an appeal or 
motion in arrest of judgment, but’ the 
mere fact that the prisoner is mistaken 
in making a plea of guilty renders it un- 
likely that he will be undeceived in time 
to ag og an appeal within the time 
limited by law. : 


Acceptance of Plea an Error. 

“The acceptance by the Judge of the 
plea under -these circumstances is an 
error as against the prisoner—an error 
based on the error of the prisoner in be-

Y., 110, would seem at 
first glance an authority for holding that 
the writ of habeas corpus will not lie 
where the court has no jurisdiction to bt 
nounce sentence; but a careful .reading 
of that case shows that the court sim- 
pl held, as stated in the opinion, that 

there Was not such an utter lack of 
jurisdiction or power to pronounce a 
udgment as entitled the relator to re- 
ief by habeas corpus,’ thus: implying 
that where there is an ‘utter lack of juris- 
diction to pronounce the sentence the 
writ of habeas corpus will lie.

It will not answer to say’ that a 
court ._having power ..to give a particular 
judgment can give any judgment, and ‘that 
-@ judgmeént not authoriz by law, and 
contrary to law, is merely voidable and not 
void, and must be corrected by error. This 
would be trifling with the law, the. liberty. 
of. the citizen, and the protection thrown 
about his person by the bill of rights and 
the Constitution, and creating a judicial 
despotism. It would be to defeat justice, 
nullify the writ. of habeas corpus by’ the 


merest technicality and the most artificial 
process of reasoning. 


“There is and should be a distinction 
between the commission of a mere error 
made, possibly on a ruling as to the ad- 
mission or rejection of evidence by -@ 
trial Judge, and the occurrence of what 
amounts to a legal deception as far as the 
prisoner is concerned, and which is there- 
fore th derogation of his rights. An error 
such as an error in the nature of a rul- 
ing on the admission or rejection of evi- 
dence may be reversed on appeal, but an 
error of the nature of the one made here, 
after its otcurrence, gives the Judge no 
jurisdiction to sentence the prisoner. 

“There-are active errors and errors of 
silence. Here the trial] Judgee heard the 
prisoner plead guilty. ~The prisoner was 
not represented by counsel, the prisoner 
asked for the aid of his counsel, and 
scarcely is the plea made when the Judge 
learns, from the sworn statement of the 
prisoner, facts which show .that the pris- 
oner did not commit the crim’ to. which 
he pleaded guilty, and that he did not in- 
tend to —— guilty to such a crime. 

“The Judge who sits to represent the 
prisoner and to see that justice is duly 
administered cannet be a party even si- 
lently to such a aber rgd as against the 
prisoner. If a deception were practiced 
by a prosecutor, the judgment probably 
would be voidable and not void. But 
where the error of this nature is that of 
the Judge hé has no jurisdiction after its 
happening to sentence the prisoner. 

‘Lord Coke has said that such a state 
of facts voids all judicial acts nor can any 
court hold that where a prisoner is sen- 
tenced by a Judge who has sat silent 
when it was his duty to speak, who has 
learned from the prisoner’s own lips that 
he does not admit the crime or intends to 
make the plea, that the only remedy of 
the prisoner is by appeal. 

‘* As I have said already, if the prisoner 
is mistaken in his plea, and he sees the 
Judge act in sentencing him, he will be 
confirmed in his mistake and lulled into 
inaction until his time to appeal has ex- 
pired. Must he then appeal for mercy to 
the Executive when he is entitled to jus- 
tiee from the courts? 

“Tt:is true that there are no cases bear- 
ing directly on this point, but that is be- 
cause this state of facts seems never to 
have takem. place in any court in this 
eountry except in the case of Gardner vs. 
People, 106 Illinois, Page 76. 

“In that case a young man about 19 
years of age, who had lately come from 
Germany, was arraigned upon a charge 
of murder in the first degree. Through 
an ,intéerpreter he pleaded guilty, and 
was then questioned by the court, and in 
this Gpeeniny. facts were drawn out 
which showed’ that the killing, according 
to the prisoner's story, was not murder in 
the first degree, but manslaughter. The 
court sentenced the prisoner for murder 
in the first degree, dnd on appeal this was 
reversed. The Appellate Court said: 


Ruling in the Gardner Case. 


As already indicated, this inquisitorial 
process to which the prisoner was subjected 
was irregular and unwarranted. The call- 
ing on one to plead to an indictment can- 
not be made the occasion for extracting 
from the defendant of criminating evidence 
against himself. If, under peculiar circum- 
stances like the present, the court has 
doubts as to whether the accused under- 
stands the nature of the charge, the court, 
if able to communicate with the prisoner, 
should explain to him the nature of the 
charge, as ‘well as the consequence of a 
plea of guilty; but if, by reason of being 
unable to speak the language of the pris- 
oner, the court cannot do so, it should ap- 
point competent counsel for the accused, to 
See that the character of the charge and 
consequences of the plea are fully under- 

“stood, before accepting such a plea. And if, 
after availing itself of all these precau- 
tions and eateanatie, e court is still in 
doubt, then, as before suggested, the plea 
of not guilty should be entered, and the 

cause submitted to a jury. *-* * 

From the evidence thus extracted from 
the prisoner, if his statenrents are all to be 
relied on, the killing o¢curred in a quarrel, 
in which it.is evident most ofthe details 
are as yet undisclosed, but in the little that 
does appear, taking his statement as true, 
the deceased, pending the quarrel, and as 
part of it, threatened to shoot him. There 
may be truth In this “part of his state- 
ment, and we do not. wish to be understood 
as intimating any opinion on that subject. 
But this’ we do say, that if admission thus 
obtained could be used for such a purpose, 
common justice would say that-the prisoner 
should have the. benefit of his statement 
taken as a whole. 

“This case enunciates the principle as 
to the error of the Judge. Although in 
that case the sentence was reversed on 
appeal, such a decision does not. mean 
that a writ of habeas corpus wfil. not 
also lie. The case is illuminating in 
showing how facts simillar to thdge dis- 
closed by this record were regarded by 
the highest court of a sister State. 

Rosalsky Did Not Err by Design. 

“When I state thdt the Judge. com- 
mitted an error, I do not state’ that in. the 
sense that he intended. designedly to 
harm or deceive the prisoner. The long 
sentence given by this Judge may have 
been induced by geome record presented 
to him, but I only find, as a matter of 
law, that the failure of the Judge~-to 
take some action to inform.the prisoner, 
after questioning. him and receiving and 
acting on the formal plea of guilty, when 
he should have found:from the prisoner's 
testimony that the prisoner - néver — ih- 
tended to plead guilty to this particular 
crime, constituted such an error lead- 
ing ‘to the deception of the* prisoner ‘in 
the technical and legal. sense as de- 
prived him of jurisdiction to sentence the 
prisoner. 

“His error of judgment was, as far as 
is disclosed ‘by the record, only such an 
error of hee ge as I myself may make 
in this decision. It is an error into which 
a Judge new to. the Bench might’ well 
fall, and it is one which the trial Judge 
endeavoring to correct after the point 
had been raised on the argument on ‘the 
writ of habeas corpus béfore me; al- 
though I am satisfied that this correction, 
which perhaps otherwise would deprive 
me -of jurisdiction

LAWYERS AGAINST WHITMAN. 


District Attorney’s View on Immunity 
Question Held to be Wrong. 


Lawyers in the city expressed them- 
selves yesterday with diffidence regard- 
ing the question which was raised at the 
Brandt hearing before Commissioner 
Richard L. Hand on Tuesday, where At- 
torney General Carmody, District Attor- 
ney Whitman, and Mirabeau L. Towns, 
counsel for Brandt, argued that Mr. 
Schiff and Mr. Gans should not be heard 
even if they waived immunity as regards 
possible future proceedings against them, 
and where De Lancey Nicoll, counsel for 
Mr. Schiff and Mr. Gans, argued in vain 
against this position. 

Charles 8, Mathewson was of_the opin- 
ion that De. Lancey. Nicoll -wag right in 
his argument, and lamented that a matter 
of difference in law should have prevent- 
ed the Schiff side.of the controversy from 
being laid before Commissioner Hand. 

“There is no doubt. about, the right of 
Mr. Schiff and Mr. Gans to wave immu- 
nity,” he said, ‘“‘and they should have 
been allowed to testify. It.is extremely 
unfortunate that they were not allowdi 
to,testify.

The. opinion.-was‘submitted to Gov, Dix 
& little while before news reached Albany 
that. Justice James W. “Gerard had sus- 
tained the writ of habeas cérpus on be- 
half of Brandt. . 

The Attorney General announced that 
he had submitted his opinion at this time 
becauso he expected ‘the action of Justice 
Gerard and desired to give Gov. Dix 
every opportunity to forestall it.

Gerard.’. Gov. Dix announced positively 
that he would await the report of -his 
special Commissioner, Richard L. Hand, 
whose first hearing in’ the Brandt case 
yesterday was interrupted by the demand 
of lawyers representing Mr. Schiff that 
their client ‘bé afforded an oppurtunity 
to refute by sworn testimony the scan- 
dalous rumors involving the good name 
of a woman. Gov. Dix has an appoint- 
ment to meet Commissioner Hand here 


at noon to-morrow. At that time,.accord- 
ing to the Governor’s statement to-night, 
every phase of the Brandt case will be 
discussed. 


Nicoll Appeals for a Hearing. 


The Governor has received a telegraphic 
request from De’Lancey Nicoll, counsel 
for Mortimer L. Schiff, that he be per- 
mitted to.present oral argument. before 
the Governor'on the question of the valid- 
ity of a waiver of immunity by witnesses 
in the proceéding before Commissioner 
Hand, as well as on the propriety of giv- 
ing the distressed members of Mr. Schiff's 
household. their. day in. court. 

On. this, as on all other. questions re- 
lating, to the Brandt case, including the 
question of whether the Attorney Gen- 
eral‘ should be’ directed to appeal from 
the. decision of Justice Gerard on the 
ground that he had no jurisdiction, Gov. 
Dix -will reserve. judgment-and action un- 
til after he has conferred with Mr. Hand. 

So far. as ‘any statement from either 
is concernéd, the Governor and the. At- 


torney General appear.to be.in full ac-f 


cord, but. there were many indications 
that all is not as harmonious as might 
be. A friend of Gov, Dix—explaining that 
he- was.

gument strongly’ s orts the contention 
that Brandt is the victim of a conspiracy, 
and he urges that nothing be done before 
Commissioner -Hand. to permit those sus- 
= of-complicity to ‘‘evade,- avoid, ‘or 

ecloud.”’ that issue. - Mr. Carmody -de- 
clares that‘he has “‘to hear any explana- 
tion that effectively disposes of the sug- 
gestion that powerful influences were at 
work ‘to: bring about: the incarceration of 
Brandt.”’ 

The_reflections that have been cast on 
Mrs. Schiff the Attorney General disposes 
of with the assertion that if investigation 
should prove the:former servant responsi- 
ble for any slanderous reports he should 
be prosecuted for~criminal libel, and that 
there Sere remains the charge of as- 
sault on which to..proceed against him.

house of: another, in which there is at the 
time a human being, with intent to com- 
mit some crime therein. 

“The proofs of breaking and entering 

submitted to the Grand Jury are hearsay. 
No attefinpt was made to show that: the 
house was broken into. 
_‘\The only evidence on this point was 
given by Schiff and “John W.. Rogers. 
Schiff said that Brandt got in through the 
ash chute.. The witness did not pretend 
to know. and was evidently testifying 
from -hearray. Rogers testified, in an- 
swer to a question from the for of 
the Grand Jury, that Brandt a tted he 
broke in. Brandt’s language is not given, 
and fcr all that appears in the minutes 
he may have stated, as he stated before 
the court that arraigned him, that he 
went in through an open door. 

“It is only by stretching every rule in 
favor of eppeoring the indictment that it 
can be held sufficient in this respect. In 
another respect it is absolutely defective, 
There is no evidence that, at the time 
wher Brandt entered the house, there 
wes a_human being in-the house. The 
only testimony upon the point is given by 
Schiff, who says that, when he entered 
with Mrs. Schiff at about 10 o'clock, he 
found Brandt in Schiff’s room with 
Schiff’s dressing gown on, in his stocking 
feet, and that: Brandt said he had been 
in. two hours. There {s no testimony,

“I do not intend to cast any asper- 
sions upon either the court, the counsel 
for Schiff, or’ the counsel for the defend- 
ant, but: to me it is inexplicable that, 
when this fact was shown, there was no 
one to plead the cause of this young 
man before the court. ; 

“The remarks of his counsel seem to 
exaggerate the offense itself, and do not 
comment ‘upon the features of the case 
that absolutely repelled the charge for 
which he was indicted. Brandt must 
have’ told his counsel that he was not 
guilty of burglary, as he told the court, 
and it seems to me absolutely inconsist- 
ent with honest proceedings that he could 
have been convicted and sentenced for a 
crime that the minutes of the Grand 
Jury do not. show that he committed, and 
that he. himself denied when asked 
about it. 

“I do not find it necessary to. dwell 
upon accusations of coun yes in point- 
ing out these remarkable-features. If 
_ a comerney existed, then the matter 
is-explained. I have yet to hear any ex- 
planation that eguenaben og disposes of; the 
Suggestion that powerful influences were 
at work to bring about the incarceration 
of Brandt. 32 

“In connection with this startling rec- 
ord of Brandt’s denial-that he had com- 
mitted burglary, the failure to prove it 
before the Grand Jury and the faflure 
of his attorney ‘to property present to 
the court his claim of innocence of ‘the 
crime, and the presence all stages’ of 
these proceedings, even in consul on 
with Brandt himself, of the attorney for 
Schiff, we must also consider the no less 
startling oie tg made by Schiff him- 
self.. He found Brandt in his house, in 
his dressing gown, in his stocking feet. 
He claims to have been there two hours. 
If-he went there to commit burglary,*he 
had ample opportunity to do so, and had 
he desired to do so he would not have re- 
mained until he was caught, but he did 
remain apparently for the purpose of 
meeting Mr. Schiff; whether to rob him, 
as Schiff claims, or to solicit aid, as 
Brandt claims, it was not burglary. 


Undoubtedly Did Commit a Crime. 


“He may have committed, and un- 
doubtedly did commit a heinous crime, 
for which he should have been punished 
and for which he already stands indicted 
under another charge, namely assault; but 
that! is not what he was punished for. 
He is here charged with burglary. He 
can only be convicted of and punished 
for perasaty. Under a charge of burglary 

e cannot be convicted of and sentenced 
or assault. ; 

“He may be the most atrocious crimi- 
the most degenerate libertine, but 
he cannot be deprived of his liberty, ex- 
cept upon an indictment charging him

TWO BARBERS SHOT IN SHOP, 


Return Hold-Up Men's Fire and 
, Wound One in the Heel. 


Thrée young fellows with faces and 
hands: blackened with coal dust as éf-

TWO DUPES GET THE MONEY 


A Trust Company and National City 
\ Bank Are Made Victims of Worth- 
less Commercial Paper. 


Following conferences with George 


and Lewis Falkenberg, a book-keeper, 
detectives of the Burns Agency announced 
last ‘night that they have discovered the 
methods ‘employed by a band of check 
forgers who have recéntly extracted $15,- 
112 from the New York banks on two 
transactions, The detectives added that 
they are about to arrest the leaders of 
the check manipulators: 

Tomes and Falkenberg were employed 
by the forgers to take the actual 
they. were totally uninformed as 
nature, of their 
the banks. with 
obtaini the cash from the tellers. 

Falkenberg obtained $6,112 from a 
Broadway trust company, and Tomes ob- 
tained §10,000 frem the National City 
Bank, using a check forged with the name 
of C. H. Porter, President of the firm of 
Gau & Blum, furriers of 127 West 
12ith Street, 

en the forgers obtained the $10,000 
from the National City Bank on Jan. 27 
the money was handed to them by Tomes, 

as & messenger, in a room they had. 
engaged especially to carry out the trans- 
action in the Park Avenue Hotel. 

They were so excited by the good 
fortune of getting the cash in hand that 
they rushed out of the hotel leaving two 
leather handbags. behind, forgetting to 
Pay.Tomes or settle for their hotel bill. 

Detectives who examined the two leath-. 
er bags found that the forgers had mutil- 
ated the maker's name and all brands by 
which they might be traced. The bags 
were carried to leading leather manufac- 
turers and were gradually traced to the 
store from which they were purchased. 
One was a bag such as bank messengers 
use. In both transactions carried on here 
the messengers carried this bag so that 
their appearance in the banks offices 
would seem perfectly natural to the pay- 
ing tellers. 

The system of the forgers was a com- 

licated one, carried on with great at- 
ention to detail. When they ‘picked out 
the firm of — & Blum, they went 
into Cohecticut and bought furs. From 
Bridgeport they shipped the furs to Gau- 
dig & Blum and received the firm's check 
in return. This they needed as a model 
from which to make tracings. e 

The men then moved to the Park Ave- 
nue. Hotel. Shortly. before this time 
George Tom of 21 East Ninety-ninth 
Street had vertised for a place as a 
valet. They answered his advertisement 
and Tomes called at the hotel, where ‘he 
was shown to the room of “C. H. Por- 
ter.”

for a real estate office. Lewis Falken- 
berg of 1,482 Second Avenue answered the 
advertisement. They sent him to a trust 
company to cash a check for $5,112. Falk- 
enberg was instructed not to take cash 
for the check’ but to have it certified 
and then carry it to the Royal Bank of 
Canada's Branch in Wall Street. He was 
instructed to purchase a draft on Toronto 
for the amount, less the exchange. Falk- 
enberg did as instructed and on return- 
ing with the draft, was told it would be 
necessary for him to go to Canada. 

A ticket was purchased and he was sent 
o Toronto, where he met a man who 
furnished him instructions to cash the 
draft and surrender the money on &@ 
street corner near the bank. 

This was done and a ticket to New 
York was handed to Falkenberg. He 
went to the hotel, expecting to report to 
his employer, but could get no trace of 
him, .

JUNGFRAU TUNNEL PIERCED. 


“ 
Railway Now Nearly Completed—Ele- 
vator to Top of the Mountain. 
By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless Telegraph 
to The New York Times. 

GENEVA, Feb. 21.—The new station 
of Jungfraujoch was opened to-day on 
the completion of the great Jungfrau 
tunnel. 

The station will undoubtedly be a fa- 
vorite starting point for mountain and 
glacier excursions, the summit of the 
Jungfrau being accessible in three 
hours. 


GRINDELWALD, Feb. 21.—The great 
Jungfrau Railroad Tunnel, which has a 
length of 27,900 feet, was pierced to-day 
as. far as the new station of Jungfrau- 
joch, which is at an altitude of 13,000 
feet above sea level. 

The railroad is to mount another 400 
feet to the terminal station, which is to 
be connected with the summit of the 
Jungfrau by an elevator ascending 244 
feet. 

The total cost of the construction of 
this railroad, which is the highest in 
Burope, amounts to $2,600,000.

The purchase price is £2,764,000 in 
preferred ‘stock and £4,156,800 in com- 
mon stock. The whole of the debenture 
stock of the English company will, be} ¥® 
paid off by the application ‘of preferred 
and common stock, but of the purchase 
price the balance of £1,650,000 preferred 
and £3,877,500 common stock will be 
retained by the Hnglish company and 
the dividends will be distributed among 
its members. 

The American company agrees to ap- 
ply £843,700 of the common stock as a 
fund in part for special remuneration 
to the present officers and employes of 
the English company and in part to 
provide an interest in the busifiess to 
the Directors. 

The undertaking was formerly in the 
hands of an American company, 
which it was acquired by the English 
company in 1889.

LONDON, Feb. 21—A new turn was 
given to-day to the censorship question 
when Lena Ashwell applied for an in- 
junction to restrain .the performance 
at the Kingsway Theafre of Eden 
Phillpotts’s play, “‘ The Secret Woman,” 
to which the censor had refused a li- 
cense unless the author made certain 
alterations in the text. : 

A number of leading, dramatic 
authors issued a protest against the 
censor’s action and called upon the 
public to judge at a series of perform- 
ances to which no admission was to be 
charged. Lena Ashwell, who is the 
lessee of the theatre, considered that 
her license would be jeopardized if this 
programme was carried out exactly as 
announced, hence the application for 
the injunction. 

Granville Barker, who is producing 
the play for the syndicate of authors 
who signed the letter of protest, had 
to modify the plan for admitting any 
members of the public who applied for 
Seats. He had to promise that the au- 
dience should be by invitation only be- 
fore the court refused Lena Ashwell’s 
application. The London theatre man- 
agers are generally banding togther to 
support the censorship which they de- 
clare is necessary to safeguard’ their 
interests, and have written a letter to 
the Home Secretary praying that noth- 
ing be done to interfere with the exist- 
ing arrangements. The Home Secre- 
tary announced in Parliament this aft- 
ernoon that there was no likelihood of 
any legislation aimed at the censor- 
ship.

But either the 
recall will have to be adopted or else it 
will have.to be made much easier than 
it now is to get rid, not merely of a baa 
Judge, but of a Judge who, however vir- 
tuous, has grown s0 out of touch with 
social needs and facts that he is unfit 
longer to render good service on the 
bench. It igs nonsense to say that im- 
peachment meets the difficulty, In. act- 
ual practice we have found that im- 
peachment does ‘not ‘work, ‘that. unfit 
Judges stay on the bench in spite of it, 
and indeed because of the fact that im- 
peachment is the only remedy -that can 
be used against them. . 

“A quicker, a more summary, remedy 
is needed; some remedy at least as sum- 
mary and as drastic as that embodied in 
the Massachusetts Constitution. And 
whenever it: be found in actual practice 
that such remedy does not give the need- 
ed results I would unhesitatingly adopt 
the recall. 

. ‘But there is one kind of recall in 
which: I very’ earnestly believe and the 
immediate. adoption of which I urge.+ 
When a Judge decides a Constitutional 
‘question, when he decides what the peo- 
‘ple as’ & whole”can or can not do,, the 
people should have the right to recall that 
decision ‘if they think it wrong. We 
should hold the judjciary in all respect, 
but itais ~bot ae amd degrading to 
=e a fetish of a Judge or of: any. one 
sé.

ALARMS ‘HIS OWN FOLLOWERS. 
Recall of Judicial Decisions Too Much 


for the Progressives, Even. 
Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Col. Roose- 
velt’s Columbus speech made a tre- 
mendous sensation here to-day. Every 
one takes it for granted that the speech. 
is nothing less than the Colonel’s platform 
in his coming race for the Presidency, 
but the importance of that feature is lost 
sight of in the startling character of the 
speech itself. It is not going too far to 
Bay that the Colonel's expressions on the 
single subject of thé recall of Judges, 
and especially the recall of their deci- 
sions. on constitutional questions, has 
greatly alarmed the most radical of his 
followers. ‘They are manifestly flurried 
by the lengths they are expected to go in 
following Mr. Roosevelt's leadership. As 
one progressive Senator expressed it: 

“ After reading stuff like that a man 
must go off by himself for a long time to 
regain control of his nerves.” 

“Surely it’s not too stron 
gressive like you, Senator,” 
gested. ” 

“There is one thing in the speech,’’ the 
Senator replied seriously, “that is very 
radical—the recall of judicial decisions. 
There|is no use trying to disguise that. I 
must think it over.”’ 

It is this new s estion about the 
recaii of judicial decisions that so dis- 
tresses the more conservative element in 
Mr. Roosevelt's following. In Congress 
this element is not unimportant. t is 
made up of those who took offense at 
President Taft’s support of reciprocity, 
and includes such men as Senator Lodge, 
whose friendship for the Colonel, how- 
ever, is more personal than political; Mr. 
Lodge's son-in-law, Representative Au- 
gustus P. Gardner, whose fishing con- 
stituency has never forgotten that reci- 
procity would have admitted Canadian 
catches free, and others of that type. 
Mr. Lodge and Mr. Gardner will not de- 
sert.the Colonel on account of his radical 
utterances, but it is thought that many 
who might have supported him will be 
frightened back into the Taft camp. 

“It is a strong speech,” said Mr, Lodge 
this afternoon, ‘‘ but the Colonel and I 
have long since agreed to disagree on a 
number of points.”’ 

Mr. Borah of Idaho, one of the strong 
Roosevelt men of the progressive wing, 
had this to say: 

“The speech has more good points 
than bad ones. But the recall of judicial 
decisions is bosh.” 

Representative Victor Murdoc 
sas, regarded as the House 
leader, said: 

“Col. Roosevelt's position on the recall 
of Judges, the suggestion that something 
should be done to get rid of corrupt 
Judges or unfit ones, is not radical,” said 
Mr. Murdock. “I am not ready to sanc- 
tion the application of the recall principle 
to Judges. Neither is Col. Roosevelt, 
from what I read of his speech, but he 
suggests that the country is mighty near 
that position, and so it is.” 

“Wi the insurgents wapgert Col. 
Roosevelt for the nomination?”’ he was 
asked. : 

“As for myself and many others,’ he 
replied, “I might say that it ‘would be 
premature to say what the progressives 
would do in that respect until a further 
announcement from Col. Roosevelt.” 

One statement frequently heard to-day 
is that the Colonel’s speech makes Senator 
La Follette look like a reactionary. It 
goes far beyond the Wisconsin radical’s 
suggestions for weakening the judiciary, 
and indeed outstrips, according to views 
here, the radicalism of any radical in 
sight of either party. : 

hat is pointed out as the most ex- 
traordinary of Col. Roosevelt's ideas is 
his suggestion that the. people within a 
State should pass on the decision of the 
State court’s declaring a State law in 
contravention of the Federal Constitution.

The Helm Investigating Committee has 
béen.. inalatiog all along that the record 
which it pe received In three install- 
ments and with considerable difficult 
was far from complete, and its determi- 
nation to get the papers would -have 
brought interesting disclosures if the 
missing documents had’ not been discov- 
ered-suddenly in the War Department and 
sent to the Capitol to-day. Just why these 
documents should have been tucked awa 
in any out-of-way safe, when they shoul 
have. been part of the: official records ot 
the department, and. the . circumstances 
surroynding their, discovery, JAS a matter 
that will ve investigated by thé “Helm 
committee. ' ; 

The Democratic members of that com- 
mittee expressed surprise this afternoon 
that the missing records should not have 
been discovered until after the commit- 
tee had decided to summon Brig: Gen 
Tasker H. Bliss, Commanding General of 
the Department of the East, from_ his 
station at Fort Totten, N. Y., in an effort 
to establish the existence and‘obtain the 
introduction of the missing papers. 

After the papers. were forwarded, to 
Speaker Clark. to-day. it became known 
that positive information had been placed 
in possession of the Helm Committee last 
Monday morning to the effect that Gen. 
Bliss possessed copies of many -of the 
missing documents. _The committee had 
been informed that Gen. Bliss took care 
to have these duplicates made for him- 
self, so that he might have them if need- 
ed in the, future, and that this: was done 


General commanding the Philippines Di- 
vision. 

At that time charges -were pending 
against Major Beecher B. Ray in three 
separate cases, and the Paymaster was 
in danger of a court-martial. Then it was 
that Major Gen. Bell, as Chief of the 
General Staff, who was handling the 
matter, confidentially, in accordance with 
directions from his superiors, took the 
whole case out of the hands of Gen. Bliss 
and ordered him to send the reeords to 
Washington, explaining ‘‘ further investi- 
gation unnecessary at present.”’ 

Acting on receipt of this information, 
Chairman Helm on Monday obtained from 
Speaker Clark a subpoena duces tecum 
calling upon Gen. Bliss to appear before 
the committee next Monday with the du- 
plicate copies of the missing records. The 
subpoena was. handed to a en's, Ser- 
geant-at-Arms, who went to Fort Totten 
and served it personally upon Gen. Bliss 
at 11 o’clock yesterday morning. To-day 
the papers were ‘‘found’’- in the War 
Department and were sent to the House. 

Secretary Stimson gave out copies of 
his letter to the Speaker, by which it was 
explained that when the Secretary re- 
sponded to the request of the Covington 
resolution last Summer calling for all the 
records in the Ray case, hé sent all that 
could be found in the War Department. 
The letter states that at that time he 
did not know where the missing papers 
were. 

The data transmitted to-day contain 
the detailed record of the charges lodged 
against Major Ray in the Philippines in 
the latter part of 1907. One charge was 
that he traveled on a half-fare ticket on 
official: business on’ a Philippine steam- 

t and charged the Government full 
fare, defrauding the Government by 
signing ‘a. false certificate. Another 
charge ‘was that he discharged five 
Philippine Scouts, intentionally paid them 
no.travel pay, and ordered. his: chief 
clerk to’ alter vouchers to show that 
travel pay had been paid. 

Another charge preférred by Col. H. 8. 
Wallace,. then Chief Paymaster in the 
Philippines, was that Major Ray made a 
false statement to Wallace. A set of 
specifications among the missing docu- 
ments shows that under two headings 
twenty-three separate charges of a. 
larity in his accounts were pending 
against Major eas The stenographic re- 
part of the investigation as’ far. as it had 
proceeded is also transmitted, in which is 
testimony of Major oy Be rong sensa- 
tional comment on Col. allace. 


The Missing Records, 


The missing records consist of dis- 
patches between Gen. Bell as Chief of 
Staff and Gen. Bliss, showing how the 
case was -squelcned at Washington. Major 
Ray was in Chicago from Aug,,17 to Oct. 
81, 1908, during the National campaign. 
Charges were pending against him in the 
Philippines, and he returmed to his post 
at Manila on Dec. 15, 1908.

Special to The New York Times, 
ALBANY, N. Y.,: Feb. 21.—Storm sig- 
nals were flying in the Senate to-day 
shortly after Goy. Dix had sent to that 
body his long-deferred nominations to fill 
two vagancies.on the Public Service Com- 
The Governor’s nominees were, 
as already forecast, Hdward G. Riggs of 
Brooklyn for the First District Commis- 
sion and-Herbert P. Bissell of Buffalo for 
the up-State commission. 

The two nominations had been held up 


standing between Gov. Dix and Tammany 
Leader Murphy, who controls the Demo- 
cratic majority in the Senate. Scarcely 
had the names of the Governor’s: nomi- 
nees been read, however, before Robert 
F. Wagner, majority leader of the upper 
house and Tammany’s spokesman there, 
handed out a statément, in which he as- 
sailed Gov. Dix for naming Mr. Riggs. 

It was plain to-day that almost the 
solid Democratic vote in the Senate*would 
be cast against Mr. Bissell, who is bit- 
térly. opposed by William H. Fitzpatrick, 
the Democratic leader of Erie County 
and @ valuable assistant to Mr. Murphy 
as @ sub-boss of the Democratic forces 
in Western New York. When asked 
about the confirmation of Mr. Bissell, 
Senator Wagner expressed the opinion 
that the Buffalo man ought not to be 
confirmed.

Passengers Scramble: Out of Doors 
and Windows, but Only Three 
Are Hurt—Traffic Tied Up.

Just as a heavily crowded seven-car 
train of the Sixth Avenue elevated line 
was turning southward. from Fifty-thigd 
Street into Sixth Avenue at 7:45 o'clock 
yesterday morning, the one-car shuttle 
train that plies between the Fifty-eighth 
and Fiftieth Street stations of. the Sixth 
Avenue Road shot: southward past’ the 
Fifty-third ‘Street switch, and crashed in- 
to the half-turned sidé of the third car 
of the Harlem train. A mioment later 
there was a Ipud report due to the short 
circuiting of the electric current, and a 
rain of fire fell fromthe elevated struct- 
ure almost all the "way from Fifty-third 
to ‘Bifty-second Street. Persons rushing 
out ‘of near-by houses: saw flames. shoot- 
ing from the shuttle trdin. At every. door 
and window.of the. long Harlem train 
there was a scranible of men and women, 
fighting to get out. 

The Harlem. train:-was crowded to the 
doors. with men and women, boys and 
girls, on their way to work. The shut- 
tle train had taken oh about twelve per- 
sons from the Fifty-elghth Street sta- 
tion. As the shuttle train sidewiped the 
heavier Harlem train it rebounded, ‘was 
thrown half off the track, then toppled 
over toward the car it had struck. The 
dozen passengers of the shuttle train, 
fearing each moment that it would go 
over into the street, ran wildly to front 
and rear platforms and scrambled out 
upon the structure. 

Wilder still was the panic on the crow4d- 
ed Harlem train; however, as the men and 
women there fought in each car to get 
out. Out of windows and doors alike they 
piled, the stronger shoving the weaker 
aside, and many falling pellmell over one 
another on to the wooden. pathway just 
beside the dangerous third rail. 

A great crowd gathered almost instant- 


‘ily in the street below. The terrified wo- 


men and girls on the elevated structure 
appealed frantically to these to put up a 
ladder and help them down. A few clam- 
bered over the iron railing at the edge of 
the structure, seeking in this way to 
climb down. They threw their hats, 
coats, and handbags in many cases into 
the street: The crowd below shouted 
to them not to/ fump, but to follow the 
narrow path down to the Fiftieth Street 
station, only three blocks away. This 
advice they were prevailed upon finally 
to follow. 

Meanwhile Charles Winter, a clerk em- 
ployed in the liquor store of B.C, Hahn, 
just below the wrecked cars, had turned 
in an alarm of fire. Policeman Oppen- 
heimer sent a call in to the Flower Hos- 
pital ambulances. 

When the firemen r hed. the scene, 
however, the passenge ad all escaped 
from the wreck and g ered on the plat- 
form of the Fiftieth Street station. The 
fire inthe wrecked shuttle train and the 
damaged car of the Harlem train, how- 
ever, was burning briskly. Several lad- 
ders were put up against the elevated 
structure, and presently the firemen had 
the blaze nder control. Half. the 
shuttle car, igwever, had to be chopped 
away first, and the other car, as well 
as pe ties of the structure, were 
damf&ged by fire. 

To the surprise of the passengers and 
the watchers in the street below, the 
accident, occurring at oné of the most 
dangerous turns of the road, like that of 
the disastrous collision which cost several 
lives at the turn at Fifty-third Street 
and Ninth Avenue several years ago, 
brought in its train no loss of life, and 
only three minor injuries. 

Late yesterday afternoon the Claims 
Department. of the road, after a diligent 
search. had been unable to locaté more 
than three persons who were injured in 
any way. They were: 

LEVINE, Miss MARY, 301 West 105th Street, 
wound on head from a fall on the structure; 
trampled. by other passengers. 

CORNWALL, Mrs. LULU, bruises and con- 
tusions on limbs. 

DUNN, Miss MARY, slight cut on wrist. 

None of the injured would go to a 
hospital. _Miss Levine went to her home 
and the two others to their place of em- 
ployment. 

At the office of Frank Hedley, general 
manager of the road, it was said yester- 
day afternoon that while blame for the 
accident had not yet been definitely 
placed, it seemed that ‘the motorma 
of the shuttle train, Amos’ Wilkes, ha 
disregarded the danger signal flashed to 
him by the switchman, John Drohan, in 
the signal tower at the Fifty-third Street 
turn of the road, warning him to stop 
until the Harlem train had made. the 
turn. The conductor on the shuttle train 
was W. B. Aegronson; the conductor on 
the Harlem train J.-J.. Reagan, and its 
motorman, D. McCarthy. 

Within five minutes after the wreck 
the ‘electric current on the road was 
turned off to permit the passengers to 
make their Way in safety from the cars 
to the station. and the firemen to work 
in safety on the structure. It was not 
until two hours afterward that the 
damaged cars were removed and service 
on the Sixth Avenue. elevated line re- 
sumed. 


ALIMONY PLEA IS DENIED.

EXPOSED AS A_ FAKER 


Declared Hie Knees Were Broken In 
a Street Car Collision, an Old Plea 
—Witnesses Melt Away. 
——— $$ 


Jacob Baran, who sued the Second Ave- 
nue Railway Company yesterday in the 
City Court, for $2,000 damages, did not 
get his $2,000, but, if Judge Smith has his 
way, he may get twenty years for per- 
jury. instead. Pénding his indictment by 
the Grand Jury, Judge Smith made sute 
that he should have no opportunity 
to leave the State by remanding him to 
the ‘Ludlow Street Jail for contempt of 
court. 3 f 

“ All Judges in the City, Court,” said the 
Judge, “are fighting hard to blot out 
the perjury that is being practiced. And 
where we do manage to detect a case 
we shall fight for the limit of punish- 
ment."’ 

Baran appeared in court represented by 
ex-Judge Henry W. Unger. He contended’ 
that he was driving a moving-van in 
Second Avenue and Ninety-third Street, 
last February, when his wagon was run 
into by a trolley car. The impact threw 
him to the ground and his knees, he 
alleged, were broken as a result. He 
contended further that he had been per- 
manently incapacitated by the injury and 
had been an invalid ever since. 

In the reply of the railway company, 
which was represented in court by 
Charles BH. -Chalmers, the very accident 
was denied and the affidavit of the police- 
man on that beat at the time was sub- 
mitted to prove that no moving van had 
been run into on that date. Witnesses 
for the plaintiff, in the meantime, filled 
the court room, awaiting their examina- 
tion, ; 

The defense immediately called Baran to 
the stand and asked him whether he had 
ever been in an accident before and 
whether he had“ any criminal record. 
Baran was flat in his denials and said 
that this was his first appearance in court 
for any cause whatsoever. 

Thereupon Mr, Chalmers handed Baran 
a photograph from the. Rogues’: Gallery 
and asked him to identify it. At first, 
Baran denied that the picture was his, 
but he was eventually: forced to admit 
that he had been convicted in 1901 of hav- 
ing held up a man in Second Avenue. At 
this juncture Mr. Unger, Baran’s lawyer, 
moved uneasily in his seat but said noth- 
ing. 

Next, Mr. Ghalmers went into Baran’'s 
assertion that he had never been in an 
accident case before. He showed that in 
1908 Baran had been found guilty of 
breaking the ceiling of-a lodging house 
room in. Bridgeport, Conn., down on his 
wife and of then suing the owners for 
damages. In the trial Mrs. Baran had 
confessed that the falling of the ceiling 
had been due to her hushand. In 1908, 
Chalmers next showed,, Baran had been 
injured in the knees by a Third Avenue 
trolley car at 146th Street and Amster- 
dam Avenue, and had settled with the 
railroad. for a small censideration. in 
1908 Baran had been struck by a north- 
bound car in Second Avenue and Seventy- 
sixth Street, and once more, in 1911, he 
had been eng by a car, this time of 
the Metropolitan Railway, and his knees 
had suffered again. In 1903, moreover, 
his arm had been fractured in an ac- 
cident for which he had failed to recover 
damages. 

By the time all these revelations had 
been brought to the notice of the court 
Mr. Unger interrupted the proceedings. 

“Your Honor,” he said, “I find that 
my client has grossly misied and deceived 
me in stating that his criminal and ac- 
cident record was nil. I, therefore, ask 
the court to permit me to withdraw from 
the case. I cannot attempt to represent 
@ man who has been guilty of such mis- 
representation as this. ° 

Soles Smith immediately excused Mr. 
Unger from the case. 

‘*T guess I'll withdraw the suit,’’ Baran 
now put in, thinking that the worst had 
already occurred. 

The Justice thereupon held a short con- 
ference with the attorneys and advised 
the attendant to see that Baran did not 
slip out of court. The other witnesscs, 
however, including the physician who was 
to have testified for ran, had melted 
out of sight by the time the Judge was 
ready to proceed with the case. 

“Tt is a pity,”’ said Judge Smith, “for 
we might have held a few of them, too, 
for poets if they had had the chance to 
testify.” 

“The Judge informed Baran that he had 
been guilty of perjury. 

“‘But I’m not going to give you a 
chance to slip away,’ he added. ‘‘So I 
hereby convict you of criminal contempt 
of court and sentence you to sevén days 
in the Ludlow Street Jail. By that time 
the Grand Jury will have seen to your in- 
dictment. And I shall see ‘that it is 
pushed.” 

In commenting~on the case, Judge 
Smith brought out that the man would 
probably have gotten off if his name had

THE NEXT STEP. 

We do not see how anybody could 
have read the full report of the pro- 
ceedings in the Brandt case, published 
in THe Timms yesterday morning, with- 
out reaching the conclusion that there 
is nothing that ought to be concealed in 
this strange and complicated affair, 
that no"public or private interest would 
be served by «concealment, and that 
there is every reason why the whole 
truth should be made known. The gen- 
tlemen of the law have succeeded in 
getting the case into a position where 
it is by no means evident that the facts 
will be made known, We must assume 
that they know the law, and that they 
have followed its requirements, But, 
plainly, it is now their duty to devise 
some other process of law which will 
serve the ends of justice and satisfy the 
public that justice ‘has, in fact, been 
done. He must be a very blind ob- 
server who does not see that strange 
influences are at work to pervert this 
inquiry to the service of interests quite 
other than those of law and justice. 

It is very evident that those who 
have been seeking to set BRanpr free 
have been guided by a theory of the 
case. That theory might have been 
completely upset had the witnesses 
been heard for whom Mr. NIcoL.i de- 
manded a hearing. We are required to 
believe that the law, which’ moves in 
mysterious ways, made it necessary to 
deny them a hearing in this particular 
proceeding. Very well. Unless it is 
One of the purposes of the law to per- 
vert truth, conceal facts, punish the 
innocent, and vindicate the gullty, then 
there must be some process by which 
the truth or falsity of the theory which 
the proceedings have followed can be 
tested. That should be the next step. 
So long as there are any facts not now 
generally known to be elicited, so long 
as there is any part of the case upon 
which light has not been thrown, the 
State will not have performed its full 
duty.

THE PAWNBROKERS. 

The pawnbrokers of this city are dis- 
turbed by the action of Mayor GAarYNor 
in directing that Commissioner WaLpo 
see that no charges upon stolen prop- 
erty found in the pawnshops be paid 
by its rightful owners.. No one need 
pay for his own, whether lost or stolen; 
it can’ be lawfully claimed wherever 
found. Since a thief can get no title 
to property he steals, the receiver of 
stolen goods can acquire. no property 
or other right in them, even though 
they be innocently received. 

The burglars, pickpockets, and 
thieves of this city and its vicinity 
would be disappointed if the pawnbrok- 
ers fail in their attempt to interpose 
legal obstructions to the recovery with- 
out payment of pledged articles im- 
properly come by. But their woe 
would be increased’ if Assemblyman 
Brooxs’s bill were passed, requiring 
that every pawnbroker make out 
and deliver to the Police Commis- 
sioner of this city daily lists con- 
taining accurate descriptions, includ- 
ing distinguishing.marks and numbers, 
of all articles taken in pawn by 
them. We are informed by Assembly- 
man Brooxs that the Néew York Pawn- 
brokers’ Association opposes the pas- 
sage of hig bill. We have not heard 
any reason alleged why it should not 
pass. In most cities of the United 
States the pawnbrokers, and, with 
them, the junkshop keepers, jewelers, 
and all dealers in second-hand mer- 
chandise, are required, on pain of for- 
feiting their licenses, to make such 
daily reports to the police. The plan is 
plainly in the interest of householders 
and against the interest of the bur- 
glars. Why should the pawnshop men 
oppose it?

SPECIAL PLACES. 

It sometimes happens in the civil 
service that -a particular office re- 
quires a man of’ exceptional ability, 
training, and experience, and that a 
man can be had for the office who will 
not compete for it. This is often true 
of places for which real experts are 
needed, To meet this need the rules 
provide that the Civil Service Commis- 
sion may permit. appointments without 
competition on certain cqnditions.

Won't Get It, Registry Offices Say, 
for There Are 7,000 Nurses 
Here Who Are Unemployed. 


j : 

A nurses’ trugt has just been formed in 
this city, and its object is to raise the 
price for sickroom seryicés, The trust 
includes nurses belon to the alurmnae 
associations of several training schools 
for nurses, They are graduates of the 
schools attached to the larger hospitals. 
An attempt to increase the charges will 
be made very shortly. 

News of the formation of the trust was 
brought to Tum Trums by one of its mem- 
bers, a trained nurse, who declined to 
give her name, but who furnished a re- 
porter with a list of persons who verified 
her statements. ‘Those- she mentioned 
confirmed her outline of the formation of 
the trust, but declared that announce- 
ment of the schemé was premature. — 

It is planned’to raise the rates of nurs- 
ing in ordinary medical and surgical cases 
to $28 a week minimum. The present 
charge ranges from $21 to $25 a week, 
The rate for obstetrical; contagious, and 
nervous cases will be raised to $35 a week. 
The present rate in these classes of cases 
is how $25 to $30 a week. Notice of the 
increases has been sent out to a great 
many members of the medical profession. 

“Our object in publishing our action,” 
said the nurse to the reporter, “is to in- 
form the general public through -the 
newspapers in order that we shall not 
have to meet so many protests. 

“The reason for the increases is the 
high cost of living, which has made it 
more: expensive for nurses to maintain 
themselves."’ 

At various of the general registry of- 
fices it was freely predicted that the trust 
will fail.- It was said that there are some 
7,000 nurses in New York wa who are 
out of employment practically all> the 
time. These nurses, it was declared, al- 
though in hundreds of cases graduates of 
the very training schools whose alumnae 
associations had formed the trust, will 
compete with it. ‘ 

“Oh, yes, we have heard of the scheme,” 
said the head of the Nurses’ Registry of 
Graduates of All Schools, 624 Lexington 
Avenue, last night. ‘“‘ But we do not ex- 

ect to make any increases in our rates. 

e have a steady clientele, and we have 
only one unemployed nurse on our list 


now. 

“We get $21 a week for ordinary medi- 
cal and surgical cases, and $30 a week for 
the first week in obstetrical cases, except 
where there are two nurses, when we fur- 
nish them at $25 a week each. We try to 
get $25 a week for each nurse, but our 
nurses do go out for $21: In these cases 
we keep their names on the list for $25 
calls. In difficult cases, where the fam- 
ily can afford it, we get more. From con- 
ditions generally in the nursing profes- 
sion we cannot see how a higher rate can 
be charged.” 

An official of the Home Medical Bureau 
Registry Office, 52 West Thirty-ninth 
Street, stated that no increase in rates is 
contemplated by them and declared that 
the gurses who are planning to enforce a 
higher scale of charges by combination 
will not succeed,

One of the features of the régime of 
Messrs. Gatti Casazza and Toscanini at 
the Metropolitan Opera House for which 
there is the greatest cause for gratitude 
is their restoration to its repertory of 
Verdi's ‘‘Otello.” It was given there 
last evening for the first time this season, 
and made an unusually profound im- 
pression upon a large audience—and the 
audiences at the Metropolitan have only 
gradually grown to an appreciation of its 
value. It is a work for which Mr. Tos- 
canini has an evident fondness, and he 
has given it an established place in the 
repertory for the last few years. This sea- 
son, as soon as Mr. Slezak’s return to the 
company made its revival possible, it was 
revived. 

The performance last evening enlisted, 
besides Mr. Slezak as Otello, Mr. Scotti 
as Iago, Mme. Alda as Desdemona, and 
Mme. Maubourg as Emilia; with the ex- 
ception of Mme. Alda, who did not sing 
at the Metropolitan Opera House last 
season, they are the ones who have given 
distinction to the recent performances of 
* Otello,’ and like these, {it was one 
of fine dramatic spirit, musical beauty 
and opulence, and rich scenic surround- 
ings. 

Mr. Slezak’s singing has been better 
than it was last evening, for his voice, 
in his higher tones, at the beginning espe- 
cially, was somewhat unsteady and 
sounded -sometimes pinched. But his in- 
terpretation of the character was one 
that dominated the performance; it was 
eloquent in its tenderness and passion, in 
its tragic and fiery iktensity, and Im its 
expression of these qualities in his sing- 
ing. It was, in fact, of superb and over- 
whelming power, fitting to be compared 
with the great interpreters of the char- 
acter in the past in both the opera and 
the drama. e and Mr. Scotti, whose 
malignant and subtle Iago moves on the 
same high plane of dramatic art, roused 
the audience to a pitch of enthusiasm 
not often witnessed at the Metropolitan 
Opera House.

excellent singing of the chorus con- 
tributed.
